New York, May 22.—aAll details in 
connection with the organization of 
the National Vaudeville Artists, Inc., 
the new social and beneficial body that 
will represent the real vaudeville ele- 
ment of the United States and Canada, 
have been about completed, and with- 
in the week the initial annuai 
meeting, for the purpose of choosing 
officers and directors, and for the 
adoption of a constitution and by- 
laws, will be held. The date for this 
meeting and the place for holding 
same will in all probability be an- 
nounced within a day or two. 

Applications for membership and 
inquiries from performers who are in- 
terested in the new organization con- 
tinue to pour in, some of the vaude- 
ville artists sending letters and tele- 
grams to The Billboard, to be for- 
warded to the organization officials of 
the new order, asking that application 
blanks be sent them at once, as they 
are heartily in accord and sympathy 
with the new body and want to be in- 
cluded among the charter members. 

Nothing is being left undone by 
White Rat officials and agitating mem- 
bers of that organization to fight the 
new National Vaudeville Artists, Inc., 
Harry Mountford, the international 
executive and secretary-treasurer of 
the Rat organization, even going to 
the extent of mudslinging against the 
incorporators of the new body, whom 
he calls “The Rag-Tag and Bob-Tail” 
of Vaudeville. 

If such recognized vaudeville per- 
formers as Eddie Leonard, George 
McKay, Hugh Herbert, Henry Ches- 
terfield, Oscar Lorraine, Bert Fitzgib-

Four Producing Companies in 
New Corporation 


New York, May 22.—Thomas For- 
tune Ryan, the American Tobacco 
Company magnate, is one of the im- 
portant stockholders in the reorgan- 
ized Vitagraph Company, now known 
as the Smith-Blackton Company, cap- 
italized at $25,000,000, and which will 
act as an operating company for the 
Vitagraph Company of America as 
well as for the big distributing agency, 
the V-L-S-E. Ryan's interests in 
the big venture are represented by his 
son, Clendenin J. Ryan. Also promi- 
nent among the stockholders of the 
new concern is Benjamin B. Hampton, 
vice-president of the American To- 
bacco Company, as well as H. H. Vree- 
land, for many years New York’s big 
traction magnate. 

The news that Ryan and Hampton 
are now a part of the Vitagraph Com- 
pany but bears out the exclusive state- 
ment appearing in The Billboard on 
February 12 last, to the effect that 
Ryan and his associates had secured 
a control of the Lubin film interests. 
The Lubin concern is ene of the four 
spokes of the V-L-S-E distributing 
agency, and the fact that Thomas F. 
Ryan is one of the big stockholders in 
this new concern puts him and his asso- 
ciates in the position of domineering 
the policies of the Philadelphia Pro- 
ducing Company, as well as the other 
producing concerns allied with it in 
the so-called Big Four. 

Within a few days it is planned to 
change the title of the new holding 
company to the Vitagraph Company, 
additional directors to those above 
mentioned being J. Stuart Blackton, 
Albert E. Smith and Walter W. Irwin. 
Mr. Smith will be president and treas- 
urer of the new Vitagraph Company 
and Mr. Blackton will be vice-presi- 
dent and secretary, as well as contin- 
uing in the capacity of active produc- 
tion head for Vitagraph photoplays. 


That the reorganization of Vita- 
graph is not a stock jobbing scheme is 
made evident by an announcement 
emanating from the offices of Horn- 
blower & Weeks, Wall street bankers 
and brokers, the past week, that they 
had purchased the entire issue of 
notes.

A VITAL PROBLEM DISCUSSED AT FIRST HAND 


At no time has the publicity phase of the general theatrical scheme held 
a higher standard than it does today, despite that this is due to a minority 
of learned writers who have lifted the profession of the press agent by seri- 
ous efforts which the ordinary advance agent. now aimost eliminated from 
the exploitation of the theater, has found whol'y beyond his range. 

The work of J J. MacCarthy on behalf of Harry T. Aitken and b. W. 
Griffith has never been surpassed, and this is true from the very out-et of his 
association with them. The same is true of Theodore Mitchell. Both gen- 
tlemen, however, made their impress that it was greatly because Messrs. 
Aitken and Griffith did not expect great results without enormous cash outlay. 

What such men could accomplish without the accompanying advertising 
appropriation is open to conjecture, also it would he unfair to say that many 
brilliant advance men who never handled a dollar of advertising money in 
their lives would not become potential factors the instant that they, as mere 
writers, accustomed to asking only favors of editors, were permitted the 
prestige of mailing checks to the newspaper counting room direct. 


This is a very important subject just now being widely discussed every- 
where. “Mephisto,” the sage of musical America, in the last issue writes 
poignantly on the need of frankness in dealing with publicity and advertising, 
for he insists they are no longer separate factors. 

The present writer has in mind a theatrical man, who, for the last few 
years, has had an extensive journalistic experience. For eight years this man 
has been asking favors every day of newspaper editors and getting them 
more often than not. During those eight years he has never spent one 
penny for advertising, though as high as $50,000 in appropriations have 
been spent by the interests he has represented to exploit its attractions. 

Is it not reasonable to expect that if this $50,000 passed through the 
hands of the man who received so many favors from editors that the amount 
of publicity secured would be immeasurably greater? In the light of ex- 
isting conditions in the field of the theater, with the vast sums being ex- 
pended now to exploit the productivity of the screen, it is inconceivable that 
the merely prolific writer can everlastingly make his impress by bombarding 
the editorial sanctum and wholly ignoring the counting room. And it is a 
gross injustice to hand out five-figured checks for advertising to the publish- 
ers of newspapers without at least making an effort to obtain some credit in 
the future for the man who must continue to ask favors. 


SURVIVAL OF NEAPOLITAN CHARACTERIZATION 


How rare is the gift of portrayal of dialect character is best illustrated 
by the almost complete stagnation in this field of characterization, despite 
the fact that from time immemorable great fortunes have been made by the 
all too few players capable of drawing concrete dialect stage pictures, stage 
pictures true to life. 

And if this has been true of the stage, what is to be said of the picture 
play with its limitations and the sad spectacle of alternating pathos and 
mirth without that great essential, the human voice. J. K. Emmett took Fritz 
to his grave with him because in all the world thére has never been an ade- 
quate successor to this great artist. What Emmett might have achieved in 
the field of silent drama no man can say, but none of the German or Irish 
players on stage or screen, since Emmett’s day, ever lifted a dialect to char- 
acter immortality. 

Just one of our own actors has immortalized the Italian character on stage 
and screen alike—George Beban—and strangely enough Beban's conquests 
have been greatest on the screen, though he has stood absolutely alone in 
the almost virgin field of the speaking stage. But Beban’s performance in 
The Sign of the Rose, great as it was as a stage portrayal, never attained the 
heights of human emotions which he brought to An Alien with the aids of 
filmeraft, which has placed this photoplay second only to the epochal Birth 
of a Nation. 

Even the masterly and deft manner in which Beban combined An Alien 
with The Sign of the Rose, also wedding the photoplay and stage perform- 
ance into what was but a temporary sop to the lure of novelty, was aban- 
doned because of the limitations of a four-walled playhouse, where Beban’'s 
appeal must necessarily be restricted. But on the screen An Alien lives and 
one can only conjecture as to the ultimate goal he will mount now that 
Beban seems impregnably and inseparably intrenched in the theater of 
science and modernism. 

It was an intrepid undertaking indeed to tempt fate with Pasquale in 
the same decade that An Alien was filmed, but Beban’s portraiture of 
Pasquale has its greatest merit in those human qualities which he alone in 
the realm of Neapolitan characterization portrays so plaintively and above 
all so truthfully. Pasquale may be less theatrical than An Alien, only be- 
cause the latter was created for the screen in a theatrical rather than in a 
film era. But there are many artistic touches running through Pasquale 
which will serve to perpetuate its vogue, and not even An Alien surpasses the 
newer film from the standpoint of atmosphere and heartrending pathos. 

These are qualities which the human family has never failed to respond 
to. Not all of us will grasp the immediate sfgnificance of Beban’s “by play” 
with the human animal, Colombo, but time will alone reveal the all-com- 
pelling grip which this picture play will have with the millions who are

This is not William Morris’ first 
venture into the opposition field of 
vaudeville. On several occasions he 
has seen fit to “buck” organized vaude- 
ville, and always with the same dis- 
astrous results.

New Contract Law in Force 


New York, May 20.—Gov. Whit- 
man on Friday signed Senator Walk- 
er’s bill, which amends the general 
business law by relieving theatrical 
employment agencies from the neces- 
sity of filing with the commissioner of 
licenses a drawn contract for each 
specific engagement secured for a per- 
former. This is the bill which the 
vaudeville managers and _ booking 
agents favored, as do also the more 
informed and reliable of the actors, as 
it eliminates the necessity of a per- 
former having to leave New York to 
fill an engagement without having a 
contract in his possession. Under the 
new law a form contract will be filed 
and this contract will be used as a 
basis for all subsequent contracts be- 
tween agencies and artists. 


New House in New Orleans 


New Orleans, La., May 19.—Charles 
E. Bray, representing Martin Beck, 
has leased for a long term of years 
the Denegre property in University 
Place, opposite the Grunewald Hotel, 
on which will be constructed a vaude- 
ville house to cost approximately 
$400,000. Work will be started next 
October at the expiration of the pres- 
ent lease, and the house is expected to 
be ready for the 1917-'18 season. The 
old Orpheum will probably be used 
for cheaper vaudeville or motion pic- 
tures when the new theater opens.

New York, May 22.—There is an excellent 
show at the Colonial this week, which needs 
only a little rearranging to be perfect. Man- 
ager Al Darling will undoubtedly attend to it, 
as this is his forte. Capacity business. 

No. 1—Pathe Weekly. 

No. 2—Sansone and Delila, a sensational 
heavyweight juggling act, with two tricks that 
are special features. One, lady riding a bicycle 
while balanced on the man’s jaw, and the 
closing trick, in which he balances the lady 
on a breakaway wheel. Speed and good show- 
manship are apparent in the act. It made a 
splendid opener. Twelve minutes, full stage; 
three curtains, 

No. 3—North, Lane and Ward, a clever mixed 
team, in songs, simultaneous piano playing, 
‘with a novel arrangement,’’ and dancing, kept 
up the speed and registered strongly. The girls 
showed some pretty gowns, and the ensemble 
was classy. The audience rewarded them lib- 
erally. Sixteen minutes, in two, close in one; 
three bows and encore. 

No. 4—Honeyboy’s Minstrels, Seven of the 
original minstrel troupe of the late George 
Prans, in a typical minstrel first part. The 
act is well arranged, and the men good singers. 
They were a big hit with the audience. Twenty- 
one minutes, in two; special drop; four bows 
and encore. 

No. 5—Nonette. This clever little artiste 
stopped the show.

MARCUS LOEW TO OPERATE 
HIS THEATERS ALL SUMMER 


“Pop” Vaude. Magnate Decides on Continu- 
ation of Present Policy Throughout Warm 
Months—More Orpheum Houses Closing 


New York, May 21.—Marcus Loew, the ‘‘pop”’ 
vaudeville magnate, has announced his decision 
to keep all of his vaudeville and motion picture 
theaters, not only in Greater New York, but all 
over the country and in Canada, open continu- 
ously during the summer months. The Loew 
Circuit, during the fall and winter season just 
ending, enjoyed the most prosperous business 
in its career, according to advices given out 
from an authentic source, and Mr. Loew has 
decided that in the face of the prosperity which 
the United States is just now enjoying that it 
would be the height of folly to close down dur- 
ing the summer. 

There will be little, if any, change in the 
policy of the Loew houses. Vaudeville and pic- 
tures, of the same high type as has characterized 
their programs during the winter, will be con- 
tinued, and at the same popular prices that 
have made the Loew Circuit one of the most 
prosperous and substantial in the country, 

The current week marks the final for the sea- 


son of at least four more of the theaters on the 
Orpheum Circuit, several of which circuit houses 
already have closed. The closing date for the 
theaters in Kansas City, Omaha, Minneapolis 
and St. Paul is set for next Saturday night, 
with Denver planning to keep open until 
June 11. 

Indications now are that all of the Keith 
vaudeville houses in Greater New York will re- 
main open all summer. The Palace, Royal and 
the Colonial in Manhattan, and the Orpheum in 
Brooklyn already are slated to continue without 
interruption, while it is barely possible that 
the Alhambra in New York and the Prospect 
and the Bushwick in Brooklyn will follow suit. 

Most of the Poli houses will close within the 
next few weeks, excepting those houses playing 
a straight picture policy, or which will revert 
to that policy during the summer. No announce- 
ment has been forthcoming from the Proctor 
Circuit, but indications are there will be no 
talk of closing until the real hot weather sets in.

desks, preparatory te a twenty-five-year sojourn 
behind the bars at Atlanta, Ga., or, they may 
even be sent to Fort Leavenworth, Kan.

Running short of ammunition, Mountford has 
decided to ‘‘kid’’ the vaudeville managers, and 
is running up his expense account by sending 
out letters in which he calls attention to a 
State and Federal statute, which expressly pro- 
hibits discrimination. He points out that if the 
booking managers continue to discriminate 


¥ against White Rats, he will send them all to 


the penitentiary—where he evidently believes 
they will be safely stored away so that he can 
continue his agitation without interruption. 

At times of late Mountford has taken short 
lapses from the ridiculous to blasphemy and 
sacrilege, as instance his remarks at the recent 
White Rat jollification meeting when he at- 
tempted to point out to Moses and The Christus 
how they should preach, and even suggested 
that Christ should be provided with a union 
card before he be permitted to deliver a sermon. 
No doubt the Good Lord and Moses would be 
tickled to death to work with a union card hav- 
ing Harry’s name affixed to it. Perhaps the 
Lord is on Mountford’s side, just as Gott Mit 
Uns and Gott Strafe England are Kaiser Wil- 
helm’s favorite union slogans. 

Mountford pointed out to his admirers and 
sheep a week ago Tuesday that he was not 
trying to force any actor to join the White 
Rats, but that he was begging and pleading. 
No, not trying to force you, Mr. Actor—but 
you'd better come in—else. 

Perhaps the most cheerful information that 
has emanated from Mountford’s lips in many a 
day is that ‘“‘the Board is ready to do its duty.” 
Great. Now let the Board explain what has 
become of the $250,000 of White Rat funds lost 
by the old Board of directors, and clear up a 
few other things to the satisfaction of the few 
remaining members—because they are entitled 
to know. But, then, that is hoping beyond 
hope. ‘The annual meeting of the Rats is sched- 
uled for June 14, at which time reports of 
officers and committees are supposed to be sub- 


mitted. It’s a pretty safe gamble there will be 
no reports on what has happened to the White 
Rat funds, and it’s another safe bet that 
Mountford will not have an itemized statement 
on the expenses of his recent Western vacation 
tour.

Harry Mountford will be discredited, and the 
ramshackle organization will go to the bow- 
wows.

It would be well for the busy 
producer to take notice of this and 
strive in the future to refrain from an 
over-use of a certain form and thus 
keep the religious propriety within due 
bounds with all mankind.

road men, and not affiliated with any other. We 
should lave one that is governed by men in our 
own ranks, for many are there among us whvu 
have plenty of gray matters under their hats— 
men with good, sound judgment, who have beea 
in the business for years, who know the cou 
ditions and how to meet bem. Most all of the 
road men are A. F. of M., bat why not have 
our own local also? The plan to get together 
next fall is an excellent one and should be 
earried out. Get the men to start now to put 
away a little each week for a fund to attend the 
meeting which will be a big benefit to the ma- 
sicians’ welfare. I for one will be there. Al- 
though I am not on the road this season (first 
time off in many years), I expect to be on again. 
Even if I did not expect to be back I would still 
be a strong booster for the organization.’’—

“Dear Muse—I am heartily in favor of or- 
ganizing trouping musicians and classifying them 
according to character and ability, as suggested 
through these columns. This classification 1s 
going to be a difficult and delicate matter, re- 
quiring careful judgment on the part of the 
leaders whose duty it will be to make such lists. 
There will be a good chance for favoritism to 
be shown, and much injustice can be done unless 
the leaders are strictly fair-minded in their 
judgment, excluding all prejudice and personal 
reference. Then another problem presents itself: 
young man who fails to make good this 
season can, by faithful practice, improve himself 
so that he might be all right the swext season. 
Now you can plainly see that it would be a 
severe handicap and an injustice to list this 
young man as an incompetent, although it be 
the truth for the time being; for next year 
when he does make good this mark will stand 
against him. Therefore, I suggest that we ig- 
nore the incompetents entirely until such a 
time as they are able to make good. For in- 
stance, we might recognize two classes, to wit: 
Class A, meaning good, average men, able to 
fill ordinary jobs trouping and in theaters where 
no exceptional talent is required; and class A-1, 
meaning musicians of more than ordinary ability 
—men in the artist class, able to play in fine 
cuncert bands and theaters where only the very 
best can be used. In other words, two grader 
of first-class men, so that neither one need to 
feel any embarrassment of being in Class B or 
Class 2. Ignore the latter until their are able 
to get into Class 1. These are only suggestions, 
and I will be glad to hear from others on the 
subject. Those who are dishonest, eat rail-oaa 
tickets or prove themselves to be disorganizers, 
boozers and trouble makers should be secretly 
or publicly blacklisted. The same, of course, 
should apply to all dishonest managers, but not 
to tHose who ate willing to pay and are only 
unfortunate in business and can not.’’—O. A

INTEREST GROWING 
IN PROPOSED PARK 


Rumor Persists That Col. Green 
Has Money Behind Resort To 
Be Built by Baber & Mc- 
Garvie in New York 


New York, 20.—Rumorg abound to the 
effect that Colonel E. H. R. Green, the well- 
known financier and son of Mrs. Hetty Green, 
the world’s richest , is i d in the 
new l6-acre exposition park site at West Farms 
near 177th street, on the Bronx river, where he 
had gone in the company of H. F. McGarvte, 
the well-known exposition promoter, who, with 
Captain A. M. Baber, bes a 21-year lease on the 
property, and who will personally supervise the 
amusement features of the new exposition and 
amusement enterprise. 

“You may quote me,” said Ool. Green, ‘‘that 
this proposed amusement resort in the hands of 
these experienced men should be a great success 


and will give the entire city something it has~ 


not only toe Greater New York but Westchester 
County and the many towns and settlements 
north of the city line. The thing that strikes 
me most forcibly is why this ideal amusement 
park site has remained idle all these years, in 
guch an extraordinary location. It has wonder- 
ful transportation facilities and enormous popu- 
lation at its door, with Coney Island 20 miles 
distant. 

“The benefits to the Bronx, in fact to the en- 
tire city, are not to be belittled, as the history 
of all high character amusement resorts bas prov- 
en their constructiveness as applied to properties 
and business enterprises immediately adjacent 
and indirectly to the entire community. In ad- 
dition to this the project eannot fail to exert 
a direct uplifting influence in both the health 
and morale of the people, for clean amusement 
and recreation are as necessary to the welfare 
and advancement of a people as are food and 
drink.”’ 

When questioned as to whether rumors to the 
effect that he was financially interested in the 
venture were correct, the Colonel became sud- 
denly noncommapicative. 

Inguiries at Mr. McGarvie’s offices in the 
Times Building as to Colonel Green’s dnancial 
connection with the park elicited the following 
reply: ‘“‘The Colonel is a man of profound busi- 
ness acumen and 2 man of many financial in- 
terests, but as to whether any of those interests 
include a t purveying, either in this or 
any venture, is a question I mast decline to 
answer at this time.’’ 

It is well known, however, that when Mr. 
McGarvie built the Majestic Theater in Dallas, 
Texas, which was one of nine theaters he con- 
structed (comprising the Interstate Circuit), 
Colonel Green bought a controlling interest in 
the Dallas house.

New York, May 20.—Gien Islands, the garden 
spot of Long Island Sound, which has been pur- 
chased by the Glen Islands Corporation, and 
which will be revived this summer as an amuse- 
ment center for New Yorkers and tourists who 
are seeking seclusion, will afford bathing, boat- 
ing, fishing and other features.

The four greatest professonal ice speed skaters 
in the country, namely, Robert G. McLean, of 
Chicago; Norval Baptie, of Bathgate, N. D.; 
Morris Wood, Red Bank, N. J., and Edmund 
Lamy, of Saranac Lake, N. Y., are called the 
Big Four. Many comments have been made the 
past winter as to which of these four skaters 
was the real champion of the world in the pro- 
fessional class. There has been no professional 
championship title settled for several years, still 
each of these skaters lays claim to the title. The 
last time the professional title was skated for 
was in 1909, at Cleveland, 0., when Wood and 
Baptie claimed they skated a tie, but the title 
still was retained by Wood. Baptie held the 
title from 1905 to 1907, Wood being recognized 
as the champion for 1908 and 1909. His decision 
over Baptie, in 1910, still left bim with the title. 
Not since thie date has any of these four skaters 
met in open competition for the title. Of course 
Lamy and McLean were amateurs until a couple 
of years ago, but have had plenty of offers 
to meet in a championship event with both 
Baptie and Wood. The excuse of the skaters the 
past two or three years is that they have been 
engaged in exhibition work that will not allow 
them to compete in any champlonship event. 
McLean, being engaged with Baptie at the Col- 
lege Inn, Chicago, while Lamy was skating in 
the New York Hippodrome Show. W. G. Brat- 
ton, of Pittsburg, who was connected with the 
Duquesne Gardens, offered McLean $1,000 to go 
to Pittsburg and meet any of the other three 
in a match race for the title, but the excuse was 
that he was getting too much at exhibition work 
to give it up. This has made some of the good 
amateurs a little peeved, and now comes the 
word that a few of the real good ones are going 
to turn professional next winter and either 
force these champions into a real meet for the 
title or take the same from them by competing 
in open competition at a world’s championship 
meet.

Declared by Ince To Be Last 
Word in Studio Facilities— 
Represents Expenditure 
of Half Million 


New York, May 22.—‘‘We have what I believe 
is the finest plant for the taking of motion pic- 
tures that you can find in this or any otner 
country,’ said Thomas H. Ince, shortly after 
his arrival in New York the other day. He was 
making his first visit to the new offices of the 
Triangle Film Corperation in the Brokaw Build- 
ing, and was asked just what the new Oulver 
City studio plant meant to the motion picture 
business, 

“It is going to mean a great deal,’’ said Mr. 
Ince. ‘“‘We moved because we felt that there

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GOV. WHITMAN PUTS VETO 
ON CENSORSHIP IN NEW YORK 


Motion Picture Interests Victors in Fight Against 
Cristman-W heeler Bill—Reports Submitted 
in House on Smith-Hughes Propesed 

Federal Censorship Bill 


Albany, N. Y¥., May 20.—Governor Whitman, 
at 6:30 tonight, vetoed the Oristman-Wheeler 
moving picture censorship bill, which would give 
the Board of Regents authority to censor all 
films to be exhibited in New York State. In @ 
memorandum Governor Whitman stated there 
was reasonable expectation that censorship of 
moving pictures would be the subject of legisla- 
tion by Congress, which could best deal with 
the demand of patrons of moving picture thee- 
ters for censorship. At midnight the bill would 
automatically have expired without bis signa- 
ture. 

It is also understood that the supervision of 
films was not desired by the regents and that 
Governor Whitman did not consider the Board 
should exercise police powers and become a 
collector of revenue for the State. The bill 
provided for the appointment of a Board of 
three censors, to become a bureau in the educa- 
tion department at a salary of $4,000 a year. 
A fee of $5 for each 500 feet of film examined 
was provided in the bill, and it was estimated 
the annual revenue of the State would have been 
$1,000,000, 

The moving picture interests opposed the bill 
in the Legislature, and a big delegation came 
in on a special train at the hearing before the 
Governor. Martin W. Littleton and Bainbridge 
Colby spoke against the bill, and Edgar M 
Cullen, former chief judge of the Court of Ap- 
peals, filed a brief in which he pointed out the 
bill was unconstitutional because of the dele- 
gation of police powers by the Legislature and 
the lack of a standard by which film in which 
large sums were invested could be prevented 
from being shown, 

Both Senator Cristman and Assemblyman 
Wheeler were in the executive chamber when 
the Governor announced his disapproval of the 
measure. 


REPORTS ON SMITH-HUGHES BILL 


Washington, D. C., May 19.—A statement 
filed by attorneys for the Paramount, Famous 
Players, Lasky, World Film and Equitable mo- 
tion picture concerns was incorporated as a final 
part of the report on H. B. 15,463, the last 
Smith-Hughes censorship bill, which went before 
the House on Wednesday. The report is under 
the name, only, of Chairman Hughes, of the 
Committee on Education. 

In a rough way the lawyers representing ‘the 
picture interests outline a method of censorship 
that would be acceptable to them. 

It is significant that this report bore only 
the name of Chairman Hughes, and that an 
hour after it had been filed members who had 
agreed to aid in voting the bill out of committee 
did not know the report had been submitted. 
Some of these same members admitted that the 
bill has no hope of passing this session. 

Attorneys Meyers and Clark, for Paramount: 
EB. J. Ludvigh and Ralph A. Kobn, for Famous 
Players; Arthur 8. Friend, for Lasky, and Moritz 
Rosenthal, for World Film and Equitable, made 
the following demands of a censorship bill: That 
it include provisions for 

(1) Local offices for the commission in New 
York City and Los Angeles. 

(2) Authority to the commissioner or deputy 
in charge of a local office to grant or refuse a 
license. 

(3) Provision for condemnation of specific 
parts of a film, which, when the same are 
eliminated, shall become entitled to license. 

(4) A provision for review by the commissioner 
when the examiner refuses a license. 

(5) A provision for an appeal to the Court 
of Appeals of the District of Columbia from a 
refusal to license. 

(6) A provision permitting the producer to 
transport films prior to application for license. 

(7) A provision for substantial salaries for 
the commissioners so that the President can 
secure the services of capable men who will 
accept the office as a career and not for the 
purpose of carrying out preconceived and, per- 
haps, prejudiced ideas as to reform of the film 
industry. 

(8) An exemption from the operation of the 
act of films commonly known as news pictures 
and topical reviews. 

(9) A provision granting discretion to the 
commissioner to issue a permit under which 
films may be exhibited pending reveration of 
the permit and application for license.

The minority views assert that such a measure 
is contrary to the State and local rights, that it 
stretches the implied power of the Interstate

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THE HOUSE OF MIRRORS 
Initial Production of Rialto Film Co. 


New York, May 22,—The initial production 
of the Rialto Film Corporation, The House of 
Mirrors, by Frederick Chapin, directed by Mar- 
shall Farnum, is completed and will be re- 
leased in two weeks.

the 16,000 feet of negative originally taken to 
fit five reels, and it is not as yet determined 
whether the production will be in that length 
or of an added reel.

The House of 
Mirrors will also be noteworthy for the number 
of interior sets used. No corners or flashes 
of parts of a room were taken, but the action, 
wherever necessary, was given full scope in a 
complete set.

Printing Concern Discontinues 
Action and Agrees To Re- 
imburse Him for Ex- 
pense Incurred 


Major Gordon W. Lillie (Pawnee Bill) was re- 
turned the victor last week in the suit brought 
against him in the Pawnee (Ok.) District Court 
by the United States Printing & Lithographing 
Co., which sought to recover $66,000, claiming 
that Major Lillie had personally. guaranteed notes 
and bills for printing contracted by him for tae 
Buffalo Bill’s Great Wild West and Pawnee Bill's 
Great Far East Shows (Incorporated). 

On the second day of the trial evidence was 
fntreduced which caused the collapse of the 
plaintiff's case, and a compromise was souglit, 
Which ended in a stipulation being a —— 

rinti company agreed that w 
poe ig Beco anything. It further agreed 
te pay Major Lillie $3,000, to reimburse him 
for costs, lawyers’ fees and other items. — 

The same issues fought our in the District and 
Federal courts in Denver were involved in the 
suit. 

The bearing brought many witnesses from 
New York, Philadelphia, Cincinnati and other 
cities. Major Lillie was represented by Attorney 
Ernest Morris, of Denver, while Adolph Marks, 
of Chicago. appeared as one of the attorneys 
for the printing company.

LEON WASHBURN SHOWS 


As times change, so do also business methods, 
Today intensity seems to be the watchword of 
money-making enterprises. Intensive farming 
has proved its worth, and so have intensive 
methods applied to other lines of endeavor. 
Among the carnival companies this angle of 
business doctoring had, in a great measure, been 
overlooked until Leon Washburn injected a 
goodly portion of it inte his carnival aggrega- 
tion, with the result that the shows under his 
banner today are probably yielding more per 
cent per dollar invested than any other oufit. 
Withal, there is no sign or semblance of niggard- 
ness or picayunishness, It’s a business propo- 
sition conducted along strictly intensive business 
lines. Everything has its purpose, in some 
instances a manifold one; there is no excess, 
there is nothing that does not produce. Given 
favorable weather the show would loom up well 
with the leaders in the results of the season's 
activities, 

Mr. Washburn has surrounded himself with a 
staff of rare executive ability, including such 
men as Walter Brownlee, treasurer and super- 
intendent of coneessions; C. B,. (Buck) Turner, 
manager; J. W. McDonough, general agent; J. 
C. Connors, special agent; John Crowther, press 
agent and secretary, 

The shows in general present that appearance 
that only a real trouper can feel by instinct 
and no one can describe. It is a sense that they 
are out to get the money and not on a vacation. 
When a dime shows itself on the lot they are 
ready to get it, and generally do. 

The outfit carries twelve shows, three rides, 
twenty-seven concessions, and travels in twenty 
cars, 

Some of the attractions entitled to special 
mention, either for merit or general appearance, 
are Herman Willert’s three-abreast carousel, the 
product of the Mangels Co. It woukd be diffi- 
eult to state who was prouder of this swing, 
Mangels, the builder, or Willert, the purchaser. 
It is a thing of beauty anyway. Illuminated 
by a thousand globes, with a lavish display of 
highly polished brass, with an engine mounted 
on a wagon, and every detail arranged for set- 
ting up quickly, the swing is bound to be in 
the money. 

Another ride that is a revelation as to frame- 
up is the Eli wheel, owned by T. K. Edwins. 
Here, as on the carousel, much money has been 
spent in brass, and more is being spent on 
brass polish. Brass poles, topped by big ground- 
glass light globes, lend much to the decorative 
scheme. The wheel boasts a pretentious organ 
under a top supported by brass poles, and a 
general air of ‘“‘something different’’ prevails 
throughout. Truly, Mr. Edwins has something 
to do himself, as well as the Eli Bridge Co., 
proud. 

Arthur Wright, Jr., is controlling the des- 
tinies of another of the Mangels successes, the 
Whip. Mr. Wright is a hustler of the first 
water, and, unless his bosom friend, Mr. Willert, 
watches closely, Wright will top him in his 
receipts, 

Among the shows proper the Animal Show is 
the usual Washburn standard. There are & 
half dozen lions, the same number of leopards, 
all of which both work and look exceedingly 
well. There is a bull for the kiddies to ride, 
there are eight ponies for the calliope wagon, 
and, incidentally, there are four mighty sleek- 
looking draft horses for the handsome band 
wagon and Prof. Sackett’s eighteen-piece band. 


Mr. Phillips has three shows, of which the 
one featuring ‘‘La Grace’ is a sure money- 
getter, Not saying there is any lack of lucre- 
getting ability in the other two, however, All 
are meritorious and capably managed and pre- 
sented. 

Ali Pasha offers Armorita and her troupe of 
Oriental entertainers in An Evening in Cairo, 
resplendent with the bizarre beauty of the Far 
Fast, and conducted along elean and entertaining 
lines. 

‘Kid’ Sperry offers an athletic show; the 
Murray Sisters, the water show; Joe Dion, the 
pit show, with a strange aggregation of curious 
animals housed in a flashy top, fronted by a 
swell string of banners, and everything having 
the appearance of being conducted by a thor- 
ough showman. 

There are some four or five other attractions 
making a bid for popular favor, and twenty- 
seven spic and span concessions. 

The line-up as a whole looks as good as any. 
and, with the territory contracted, a mos’ 
promising season is in store for all.—CHAS. 
McDONALD.

He was president of the World Film Corporation, 
Chairman of the Board of Directors of the Shu- 
bert Theatrical Co., Chairman of the Loew enter- 
prises, vice-president and largest individual own- 
er of the United Theaters Co., which owns and 
controls the Keith theaters in Cincinnati, Louis- 
ville and Indianapolis and the Mary Anderson 
‘Theater of Louisville. He held interests in the 
Walnut, Strand and Family moving picture 
houses in Cincinnati, and also held the largest 
interest in the Olympic Theater, Cincinnati. He 
was a large stockholder in various realty com- 
panies, which erected theaters in New York, and 
was half owner of the Forty-fourth Street Thea- 
ter Co., New York. He was interested in the 
Dayton Operating Co., which controls the Keith 
Theater, Dayton, O. 

It was largely through the good offices of Mr. 
Cox that peace was brought about between the 
Shuberts and Klaw & Erlanger some years ago. 

Mr. Cox's first interest in things theatrical 
eame when he endorsed notes to the amount of 
$100,000 for Max Anderson and Henry Ziegler, 
which allowed them to remodel the old Columbia 
Theater, Cincinnati, which is at present the 
Keith house. Later Anderson and Ziegler under- 
took the purchase of the Walnut Theater, and on 
the advice of Joseph L. Rinock, who has always 
been closely allied with Mr. Cox in theatrical 
ventures, Cox assumed one half of the purchase 
price. The sum of $250,000 was paid for the 
Walnut. Rhinock took a part of Cox's holdings, 
but sold them a few years later. Cox bought 
the Columbia some years afterwards, and merged 
it with the Keith interests. 

New life was put into the Shubert fight against 
Klaw & Erlanger when Cox became a large 
stockholder in Shubert enterprises. His friend- 
ship with Abe Erlanger made possible the 
amelioration of interests between the two rivals 
whose competition had been ruinous in a number 
of instances. 

For years Mr. Cox was politically prominent ia 
Cincinnati. He was born in Cincinnati April 
29, 1863, beginning his career as a newsboy. In 
the successive years he passed through the va- 
rious steps upward, which finally led him to the 
pinnacle of poiitical prominence and made him 
an undisputed leader of the Republican Party in 
Hamilton County and Southern Ohio. 

It is believed by his attorney that Mr. Cox 
made no will. A search has not yet been made, 
but the existence of a will is doubted. His 
estate, which is supposed to be something more
